STJliTZEREN—An Alsatian 
town, 
two miles northwest of Munster, at 
the junction of two 
Email streams 
which form the Kleinthalbach. 
Near- 
by, to the northwest, are three lakes, 
the Daaren, Vert 
and 
Daareusee, 
which have a wide reputation for the 
excellent fishing they provide. 
The 
town is picturesquely situated at the 
foot of the Vosges. It has a popula- 
tion of about 2,000 and manufactures 
cloth, cotton and Munster cheese. 


NOVOGEORGIBVSK—One of 
the 
units of the Pllish Quadrilateral, form- 
Ing with Warsaw, 
Ivangorod 
and 
Breat-Litovak a series of powerful for- 
tifications in central Russian Poland. 
The fortress is eighteen miles north- 
west of Warsaw, at the confluence of 
the Vistula and the Bus, and in re- 
cent years has been strengthened by 
a. circle of eight powerful fortifica- 
tions erected in a perimenter about 
ten miles from the center works. It 
is supposed to prevent the turning of 
Warsaw by an .attack from the direc- 
tion of the lower Vistula.
